How the Deed Was Done. 

At an early hour tonight an attempt was 
‘wade to get through a business message to 
Briceville. 

There was no response to the telegraphic 
signal. 

Then the next station, and the next was 
tried, until at last Clinton responded. 

The Light in the Sky. 

The operator there was asked what was 
the matter. He looked out in the direction 
of Briceville, and at once replied: 

“T see a great light, as of an immense 
fire, reflected in the sky, The wire to Brice- 
ville is cut, and I can’t call it up.”’ 

At once the suspicion arose, a moment 
later to be strengthened into conviction—the 
miners had cut the wires and taken pos- 

sssion. Intense excitement prevailed. Had 
there been a battle? Was any one killed? 

The Attack on the Stockade. 

Then a call from Clinton. It read. 
rou thousand miners had gathered 
around among the hills today. As dark- 
ness came 0.1 they gathered in little parties, 
these parties joining each other, until four 
parties were formed. As by a preconcerted 
signal they closed in upon thecamp. Sud- 
denly a guard, who caught sight of an ad- 
vance messenger of the party, brought his 

gun to his shoulder and exclaimed: 

“‘Halt, or I will shoot you down.’ 

“‘Put up your gun, Johnnie,’ replied the 
messenger. ‘There are 3,000 here with me. 
We have come for business. Cal! out your 
boss at once and let ns settle this affair.’ 

The Men Appear. 

“By this time there were a number of 

the officers of the camp on hand. They 

» disposed to ‘restst: 
a thousand shots in the air 
them that the call was serious. The mes- 
senger blew a policeman’s whistle, and in 
a minute, coming in at a double-quick, 
there were in sight hundreds of brawny, de- 
termined-looking men. Not a word did they 
say, but they had their Winchester rifles 
in readiness. Reluctantly the officers stepped 
out of the way. 

The Conyicts Set Free. 

“Then began a scene which beggars de- 
scription. The 150 convicts, who had been 
awakened by the shots, were terrorized. 
They were screaming for mercy, fear- 
ing that the mob _ intended to. kill 
them. The miners closed in within 
a circle of about one hun- 
dred feet from the stockade. A detail was 
sent in, and the work of breaking the 
shackles began. The first man freed was 
a huge negro, a murderer, who stood mo- 
tionless with fear. 

“Get out, you d—d black scoundrel. 
Get as far away from here as you can.’ 

“Then another and another was set free. 
It is needless to say they skipped out 
with alacrity. There was a large quantity 
of citizens’ clothes near by, which many 
of them donned. When at last the last 
prisoner was free, the torch was applied 
to the stockade, which was reduced to a 
heap of ashes. 

“This is the closest news. I can get. 
People are excited, and exaggerated 
stories fill the air.”’ 

The Magazine Blown Up. 

Another report of the release puts it this 
Way: : 

The liberators came from every direction 
ana, assembled in force,marched on the stock- 
ade. Their first act was to blow up the 
magazine; the uprights of the stockade were 
knocked off, and the convicts, who had re- 
tired, released. They then volunteered to 
help their rescuers in the attack on the 
Chumlea stockade. 

A continuous firing was kept up. The 
guards of the Chumlea stockade were pre- 
paring against the attack. Great bonfires 
Were bujlt all around to prevent a sur- 
prise. 

The miners have taken possession of the 
telegraph office at Coal Creek, and no 
messages were allowed to be received or 
sent. Governor Buchanan .has been ofii- 
Cially notified of the outbreak. 

The Event Expected. 

This event has been expected by those on 
the inside for some time. It is the outcome 
of the perfidy displayed by the state govern- 
ment. When the greed of the mining bosses 
impelled them to substitute convict for free 
labor, the honest white miners rose in indig- 
nation. They sent the couvicts away and 
Shipped the willing state troops home. 

The negotiations between 
Buchanan and the miners here are still re- 
membered by Tur ConsTITUTION’s readers. 
Sore as were their wrongs, the miners 
agreed to submit to the imposition of un- 
scrupulous capitalists until legislative action 
could furnish the remedy. The legislature 
met, and spent the session in complete in- 
difference to the claims of honest labor. It. 
was more concerned about the vested rights 
of half a dozen drunken convict 
lessees «than it was about the 
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| to live by the sweat of their brows. There 


were wine suppers in Nashville, and arouud 
the table could be seen lessees and _legis- 
lators, swapping vuigar jokes, while on the 
outside, without a shelter, walked the pen- 
niless delegates from the mines, who were 
giad to get a crumb. The old chestnuts 
about “taxation,” “‘economy,’’ “the neces- 
sity of making the convivts pay for them- 
selvea,’’ were all used to defeat legislation. 

The story is now told. The laboring men 
have appealed to law without success. They 
have now appealed to the torch and _ the 
Winchester, and the state government has 
itself to blame. 

3a.m.—News is still coming in confirm- 
ing the earlicr reports. 

Continuous firing has been heard through 
the night, but whether it was a battle be- 
tween tlie miners and: the guards of the 
surrounding mines, or merely jubilation 
over the success of the work cannot be 
told. 

A Later Report. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., October 31, 3:15 a, m.— 
The wires are down between Clinton and 
Coal Creek, and it is very difficult to ob- 
tain accurate information, 

Beyond a doubt, 


Knoxville Iron Company at Coal 
have been burned. 

Convicts employed in these mines, to the 
number of 320, have been released and 
are now at large. Most of them are re- 
ported to have gone toward the Kentucky 
line. 

Clothing Furnished the Convicts. 

Tt has been ascertained that large num- 
bers of suits of citizens’ clothes were purchased 
several days ago, and it is now certain that 
they were for the use of the discharged 
convicts, whose escape would be facilitated 
by discarding their striped clothes. 

The greatest excitement prevails, owing 
to the convicts being at liberty in such 
large numbers, and further trouble is an- 
ticipated :n any effort that may be made 
to enforce the penitentiary convict lease 
laws. 

The guards at the stockade made no re- 
sistance, feeling that it was useless. - It is 
believed here that no lives were lost.

THE TROUBLE AT BUCKSPORT. 


Cause of the Row on Last Tuesday Night. 
Intense Excitement. 

‘Lrtrie Rock, October 30.—Information re- 
ceived here from Bucksport, the scene of 
Tuesday night’s disturbance, reports every- 
thing quiet, but the feeling against State 
Treasurer Bryan, of the State Farmers’ Al- 
liance, is very strong. He took advantage of the 
first opportunity and left that part of the 
country. Bryan has been on a lecturing tour 
of the state and has visited all the alliance 
strongholds, preac ing subtreasury and land 
loan schemes. 

SItis said his utterances at Bucksport Tuer- 

ay against his political opponents were the 
direct cause of the trouble. Burk Manning, 
one of the injured, died yesterday. The re- 
mains of a three-year-old girl were found, after 
the crowd dispersed, crushed almost beyond 
recognition. J. A. Towns and Manning were 
shot with Winchesters. Five other men were 
seriously wounded. Their names cannot be 
learned. The trouble has caused intense ex- 
citement throughout the state and itis feared 
will break out elsewhere when Bryan resumes 
his work. 


MASSACRED BY INDIANS. 


A Mexican Village Burned and Its Inhab- 
itants Slain. 

Kansas City, Mo., October 30.—A _ speciel 
to The Star from Guaymas, Mex., says: 

Information has reached this city of the 
burning of the Mexican village Santa Kosa 
and the massacre of several of its inhabitants 
by Nanqui Indians on the night of Monday, 
October 19th. Santa Rosais an interior vil- 
lage with a population of 600 people living-in 
thatched huts. The Indians came down from 
the mountains and suddenly fired the village 
and killed several Mexicans who failed to 
escape. 


RECORD OF THE FLAMES, 


A Four-Story Building in Nashville Dam- 
aged—Fires Elsewhere. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 30.—About 8 
o’clock this morning fire broke out in the 
Nashville Gas Company’s four-story building. 
The third and fourth floors, used for offices 
and sleeping, were burned out, and the rest of 
the building drenched with water. The loss 
will probabiy reach $35,000. The Vendome 
theater building, in the rear and entered bya 
long passage way through the gas company’s 
building, was saved without material loss, 
Some of the persons rooming in the gas com- 
pany’s building had narrow escapes, but so far 
as known no lives were last. 

CuIcaco, October 30.—The business portion 
of the town of Loda, IIl., has been destroyed 
by fire. 

NEWBERRY, Ind., October 30.—This town 
suffered severely by fire today. Nearly the 
entire business portion of the town was de- 
stroved, besides a score of dwellings. 

Braziz, Ind., October 30.—Turnbuckle fac- 
tory, this city, wasentirely destroyed by fire this 
morning. Loss, $40,000; insurance about one- 
fourth. Fifty hands are thrown out of em- 
ployment. The factory is owned and operated 
by the Brazil Steel and Iron Company. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., October 30.—C!inton, 
Hunterdon county, was visited by a destruct-- 
ive fies last night. Nineteen buildings, in- 
cluding society halls, store houses and dwell- 
ings, were burned. Loss estimated at $100,- 
000 


RICHMOND, Va., October 30.—The drying 
kilns of the Franklin Lumber Company in 
Southampton county, Va., were destroyed by 
fire today. Loss about $8,000. Partially in- 
sured. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., October 30.—[Special. } 
Conductor Tom Lake’s house in East End 
caught on fire this morning. Prompt assist- 
ance saved the building. Damage slight. 


’ The Indian Kan Away. 

Cappo, I. T., October 30.—Jackson Fletcher, the 
Choctaw who waeto have been shot today, made 
cood his escape Tuesday night while the sheriff 
wus eating supper and has never been heard from 
since. Fletcher is the first Indian who ever ran 
away to escape punishment, it being contrary to 
their traditions. a 

Tied to a Tree and Burned. 

NEw URLEANS, October 30.—A Picayune’sjAus- 
tin, Tex., special says: Last Monday at Linden, 
Cass county, a negro charged with the mufder 
of a family of whites was taken from jail by a 
mob of whites and negroes and chained to a tree 
and burned to death. The governor wrote a 
scatehing letter, denouncing the deed and issued 


a proclamation offering $1,000 reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of each member of the mob.

Sam Small and Rome. 

One of Small’s speeches in Bostm was an 
attack on the pertiditwof the women and men 
of Rome, Ga.. and he followed this with an 
extendedinterview with a reposter of The 
Globe, in which he assailed eva@ybody from 
the sheriff down to the hnmbiet citizen of 
that town, only on its appearante to deny its 
authenticty. The reporter, one of the ablest 
and most reputable young men, Charies C.

ticket. Both committees are hopeful and are 
completing plans for getting out all votes, 
which, it is believed, will be the largest ever 
cast in the sta‘e at either a state or national 
election. The people’s or Farmers’ Alliance 
party, it is estimated, will not receive more 
than 15,000 votes, ali told, largely drawn from 
the greenback and union labor elements.

WasHInGTon, Ostober 30.—Senor Pedro 
Montt, official representative of the Chilean 
government in Washington, has just received 
the following dispatch’ from the Chilean min- 
ister of foreign affairs: 

SANTIAGO, Chile, October 30.—An investigation 
has been instituted and continues with all dili- 
gence, and is not yet finished. The trouble began in 
Clave street and it became atuimult. At 7o’clock 
p. m., regular soldiers, police and a special guard 
of the intendente’s restored order. Of the com- 
batants, thirty Americans and eleven Chileans 
were committed before the judicial authorities, 
They fought with knives, stones and everything 
they could lay their hands upon, There was one 
killed and several wounded, 

The Americans Were Conspicuous. 

It is estimated that there were 160 American 
sailors from the Baltimore on shore at the time 
of the tumult, It is suggested by a Chilean 
friend of Senor Montt that the disparity be- 
tween the numbers of arrests of Americans 
and Chileans was perhaps due to the readiness 
with which the latter would find concealment; 
whereas the American Sailors, wearing uni- 
forms and being strangers, were readily appre- 
hended. 

Following the publication in the morning 
newspapers of the text of Egan's cabiegram 
from Santiago, there was @ good deal of specu- 
lation.among department officials as to the 
next step to be taken in the matter. Calmer 
judgment was retiected in the general belief 
that a peaceful solution of the difficulties that 
have arisen between the juntaand the govern- 
ment of the United States will be reached. 

It is a matter of remark thatin their reply 
to Minister Egan the junta officially stated 
that two separate inquiries, that is, by the ad- 
ministration and judicial authorities, had been 
initiated by them into the matters of which 
he complained. So, while there is reason to 
question the spirit in which Mr. Egan’s com- 
munication was received by the junta, it ap- 
pears that the first point aimed at by the United 
States yovernment namely, @ prompt investi- 
gation, had been conceded. 

Asto the second point—repatation, if the 
facts are as reported—it can hardly be ex- 
pected that this will be pressed in advance of 
the conclusion of the ofticial inquiry, 

Will be No Harsh Measnares. 

There is every reason to ODelicve’ that 
the government, while preserving its 
dignity and the rights of its citizens, will 
act with that degree of indulgence that is be- 
coming in the case of a great poWer looking 
for justice at the hands of a smaller, less 
wealthy and distracted nation. It is borne in 
mind that the junta is a temporaty form of 
government, that internal affairs in 
Chile are still nore or sss is 
turbed, and that the 
Chilean people are still elated at th 
over the Balmaceda forces. These a 
tions may operate in shaping the cou 
United States, and it is 
that the incoming administrat 
Chile, which will take ha 
the junta in a short time, will 
manifest its desire for friendly relatio 
the United States by a speedy adjustnignt of 
the pending case, provided itis not dispgsed of 
in the meantime. At the navy department to- 
day there were no signs of disturbance. 

The Situation Very Serious, 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE, October 30.—It i8 gen- 
era ly admitted here by the supporters ef the 
government and by Americans, and those in 
sympathy with them, that the situation of af- 
fairs as regards the dispute between the United 
States and Chile has not improved. In fact 
the anti-American feeling is growing in bitter- 
ness and all American officials in Chile are ap- 
prehensive that further trouble is brewing. 
The exact nature of this trouble they are una- 
ble to define, but they see little prospects that 
anamicable settlement of the Valparaiso inci- 
dent will soon be reached and signs of increas- 
ing popular animosity toward tho United States 
give ground for apprehension and indignation. 

Is is not intended by these statentents w 
create a feeling of alarm, or even of anxiety, 
as to the final result of the diplomatic nego. 
tiations now in progress; but from all one can 
seo here today, the relations between the 
junta and the United States government are 
dangeroasly strained. 

Minister Egan, Captain Schley, of the Balti- 
more, and Consul McCreery, at Valparaiso, 
were in close communication throughout the 
day, and, though it is not possible to obtain 
any definite statement from them for publica- 
tion regarding the nature of the result of their 
long deliberations, it can be said that they all 
consider the reply of the junta to Minister 
Egan’s note, asking for a proper explanation 
of the Valparaiso collision, as decidedly insult- 
ing to the United States government. It is 
also known that they regard the situation at 
present as being serious. 

What the Reply Means. 

Phe reply of the junta, they think, means 
practically that Chile is indignant at the de- 
mands made by the United States govern- 
ment, that she will take herown time to con- 
sider the matter, and that when the junta 
reaches the conclusion that the government 
wil! settle the matter without reference to the 
views of the United States. The reply of the 
junta, they further say, fails to express any 
regret for the murder of the Baltimore’s men, 
nor is there in that document any expression 
of regret at the conduct of the police in using 
their bayonets in arresting the. Baltimore’s 
men. While the United States ofticials here are 
justly indignant at the terms in which the 
reply of the junta is couched, their 
indignation is as nothing to that felt by Amer- 
ican residents in Chile. They do not conceal the 
fact that they are looking for further and more 
serious trouble, possibly in the near future, be- 
tween Chile and the United States. 

Itis believed today that the Baltimore ig 
prepared to enforce, if such a course is found 
necessary, proper treatment for her officers and 
sailors who may be compelled by the necessi- 
ties of the service, to go ashore. It is 
not meant by this that Captain Schley will, in 
any way, irritate the Chileans by sending men 
or ofticers ashore when it is evident that they 
are not welcome there. 

On the contrary, everything possible will be 
done by the Baltimore’s commander to avoid 
any trouble. But for marketing, provisioning, 
watering, interchange of messages between 
the commanderand United States minister 
and other necessary duties the men and ofticers 
have to go ashore, and the captain of the Uni- 
ted States cruiser does not intend to be 
prevented from attending to such 
duties. But as thetribunal boycott placed 
upon the Baltimore continues, Captain 
Schley, if he finds it necessary, will send 
armed inen ashore and take other steps to 
insure their protection. 

Sharp Trick of the Chileans. 

It has just became known that there is 
another feature of the Va!paraiso outrage, 
which demands an explanation. The munic- 
ipal and government officers of Valparaiso, 
who made the investigation of the attack upon 


sailors of the Baltimore, compelled the 
United States man-of-war’s men who were 
confined in prison to sign a statement, 
written in Spanish, exonerating the police 
from all responsibility of their arrest. As 
these papers had to be signed as one of the 
stipulations of release of the blue jackts, the 
men naturally did as they were reques 

Another point which is not serving to allay 
the ill feeling existing is the fact that no 
courtesy of an’ kind.was shown to the United 
States naval officers or men upon the occasion 
of the funeral of Turnbull, second man of the 
Baltimore’s crew, who died from the effects of 
injuries he received during the riotous atiack 
made upon the blue jackets. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is but natural that the feeling of 
uneasiness is increasing and that further 
trouble is anticipated. : 


Comment of the London Papers. 


Lonpon, October 30.—According to The Pall 
Mal! Gazette there is no doubt that much of 
the Chilean excitementin the United States 
is due to the elections. Nobody, says The 
Gazette, seriously believes that President 
Harrison will push matters to extremities. 
Neither the sympathies of other countries nor 
a majority of Americans wil] be with him. 

. The St. James Gazette says: 

Whether President Harrison’s rising indigna- 
tion or Blaine’s electioneering calculations will 
result in war is doubtful. 

The Chileans are not now in a mood to submit to 
bulldozing. If the Americans have grievances 
for which they can legitimately demand redress, 
Chile has equal reason to complain of the conduct 
of Egan. Possibly. if the ex-secretary of the land 
league was recalied, the difficulty between the 
two republics would be much more easily ar- 
ranged. 

he Globe says: 

It is incredible that the United States should go 
to war with Chile, however much it may make 

reliminary bluster. Itis even more incredible 

hat Chile should court irretriev: ble disaster. A 
weak government will always find plenty of rea- 
sons for yielding to a strong government without 
loss oi dignity. 


REPORT OF THE POSTMISTRESSES, 


Some Extraordinary Traveling Done by 
Them. 

WASHINGTON, October 30.—Among the two 
thousand or more reports which the postofiice 
department has received thus far from the 
county seat postmasters are sixty-one from 
women postmistresses at county seats. Of 
these twenty-nine at once undertook the visita- 
tion of fourth-class offices of their counties, 
five delegated the work to their assistants, 
and the other twenty-seven corresponded with 
the department and promptly began the re- 
quired visitations by correspondence, or by 
proxy. One Georgia postmistress suggested 
annual visits.« Anotier reported that many of 
the offices were in the country stores and not 
as neatly kept as women would keep them. 

An Illinois postmistress reported tnat not 
one of the visited postoftices was perfect, not 
even her own. An Idaho postmistress rode 
254 miles on horseback to make her inspec- 
tion, A Kentucky woman went her rounds 
with a horse and buggy, spent $30. and re- 
ported that every postmaster visited would 
welcome closer relations with the department. 
Another in Kentucky traveled over one hun- 
dred miles and spent $15 for horse 
hire alone. A _ Louisiana postmistress 
reports that she keeps bankrupt 
willingly in order to improve the service in her 
own village. A postmistress in Mississippi 
reached the postoftices off the railroad line in 
asailboat; another in Mississippi traveled 
through the piney woods inland without hesi- 
tation; another New York woman visited 
forty-four postoftices with a horse and carriage, 
traveling 291 miles, and a North Carolina 
woman was so courteously welcomed by 
all the postmasters that she promised 
another visit next year. A Texas woman 
omitted to visit one office because it required a 
horseback ride of thirty-five miles. Virginia 
and California postmistresses visited every 
office in their counties. A Pennsylvania wo- 
man attacked the tremendous undertaking of 
visiting 128 offices, many of them among the 
Alleghany mountains, and disposed of it. A 
West Virginia woman wrote that some of her 
offices were almost impossible to be reached, 
but she reached them just the same. An Ala- 
bama postmistress regretted that she could not 
undertake the work as it was impossible to 
hire any conveyancesin her connty and one 
in Mississippi asked to be excused as she was 
yery young.

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A CASE OF RESTITUTION. 


Decision by the Railroad Commission of 
Florida. 

WASHINGTON, October 30.—The interstate 
commerce commission today announced its de- 
cision in the case of the railway comiission of 
Florida against the Savannah, Florida and 
W estern Railway Company and other lines 
forming all rail and part rail and part water 
routes from Florida to New York ,and other 
northern markets. The case involves the rea- 
sonableness of rates on oratiges, and the main 
points decided are briefly asfollows: The re- 
peal of the law creating the Fiorida railroad 
commission could not operate as a withdrawal! 
or dismissal of the complaint; that the commis- 
sion having been only an instrument for the 
transmission of its complaint t6 this com- 
mission, and having fully performed that 
function before it ceased to exist. But 
neither the complaint nor the 
complainant are necessary to confer 
jurisdiction on this commission where com- 
panies are engaved in interstate transporta- 
tion. The advance of 10 cents a box in orange 
rates made November 23, 1890, was without 
justification and unreasonable to the extent of 
¥ cents per box, and the defendants are re- 
quired to reduce it accordingly, and to make 
reparation to the persons entitled thereto, 
Ibe proceeding is continued ior the purpose 
of determining the amount due such persons. 
It will be noted that this is the tirst case where 
® cOmmission has ordered restitution to be 
made. 

All of the previous decisions of the com- 
inission have been cenfined torequiring carriers 
to cease and desist /rom unlawful practices; 
but the commission has not before ordered 
restitution to be made for past excessive 
extortion. 


THE EXPRESS PRIVILEGES 


Be Granted to All Express Com- 
panies Alike. 

RALEIGH, N. C., October 30.—[Special.J— 
The railway commission today filed its opinion 
in the Atlantic Express Company’s - case 
against the railways for refusa) to give it trans- 
portation facilities and for giving these exclu- 
sively to the Southern Express Company. The 
cominission orders that so much of the contract 
as gave exclusive privileges to the Southern Ex- 
press Company and denied itto the Atiantic 
company, is illegal and void, and it orders that 
each of the defendants’ roads, the Richmond 
and Danville, and Wilmington and Weldon 
grant the Atlantic company equal facitities 
and rates.

Will Campbell Be Elected? 

The remarkable campaign which Gov- 
ernor Campbell is making in Ohio—re- 
markable alike for its vigor and effective- 
ness and for the wonderful personality of 
the man who is its chief figure—will 
practically come to a close tonight. We 
have already described the main features 
of this contest, which, whatever be its 
outcome, will remain a memorable one in 
the annals of American politics, and our 
special correspondents have filled in the 
details, so that our readers ought to be 
able to form their own opinions as to the 
result. 

Ordinarily there would be no doubt 
whatever as to this result. Heretofore, in 
every election of any importance, where 
party lines have been strictly drawn, the 
republicans have been successful. They 
have, that is to say, a natural majority 
of at least 20,000 votes which they have 
been able to count on as the result of a 
strenuous and heated canvass. Measuring 
the campaign, therefore, by these facts, 
which must certainly be taken into con- 
sideration, it must be conceded that Mc- 
Kinley’s chances are superior to those of 
Governor Campbell. This is the view 
that a great many impartial observers are 
inclingd to take. They say that the re- 
publicans have never made such a struggle 
in Ohio as they are now making, that 
they have never had so much boodle at 
their command, and that they have never 
been so influentially backed by federal 
patronage as they nuw are. 

All this is true, and yet there is an 
element of doubt which ought not to be 
lost sight of, for it leaves considerable 
ground for hope on the part of the 
democrats. It is agreed on all sides 
that republican partisanship is not as 
strong among the farmers of Ohio as it 
has been heretofore. The leaven of 
alliance literature and argument has 
been at work in that state. This has 
been shown by the kindling enthusiasin 
which has greeted Governor Campbeli’s 
canvass in the republican strongholds 
in the rural districts. This may prove 
to be deceptive, and yet the fact that 
the republican farmers applauded most 
heartily the points made against the 
McKinley law and other burdensome 
and unjust federal legislation seems to be 
ground for hope that those who are the 
victims of the republican policy have 
been as ready to open their eyes to 
the situation as the farmers of other 
western states. It is true that the ailli- 
ance movement, which means opposition 
to republican principles, has not made 
as much headway in Ohio as it has in 
Kansas, nordo we expect such sweeping 
results; nevertheless it is natural to sup- 
pose that the dissatisfaction and 
disaffection which have been 
spreading among the republican farmers 
of the west will make — substantial 
changes in Ohio. There is one signifi- 
cant feature which has been lost sight 
of, and that is the eagerness with which 
republican voters in all parts of the 
state have listened to democratic doc- 
trine. The people’s party, which started 
out with substantial support, has grad- 
ually merged its strength with that of 
the democrats. Another fact, which is 
not without importance, is the almost 
tota] suppression of the sectional issues 


. that have heretofore played such an im- 


portant part in the republican cam- 
paigns in Ohio. The editors and orators 
of that party have had neither time 
nor opportunity to devote to the issues 
of the war, or to abuse of the southern 
The omission of these issues 
shows clearly that the republican leaders 
clearly appreciate the change that has 
taken place in the attitude of the re- 
publican voters. 

On the other hand; we should not 
ignore the obstacles with which Gov- 
ernor Campbell has had to contend. 
He has made a phenomenal campaign 
and has displayed a versatility that has 


amazed his friends and bewildered his 


enemies, but he has been handicapped 
by a lack of funds. The democrats 
have had no resources. Their party 
friends in the east, for some reason 
best known to themselves, have turned 
the cold shoulder on them. The result 
is that the party in Ohio has not had 
enough money to pay the legitimate 
expenses of the campaign. Perhaps the 
secret of this far eastern influence may 
be found disclosed in the following 
paragraph from The Boston Herald. 
Though The Herald is not a demo- 
cratic paper, it fairly represents the 
attitude of the democrats in a state 
which for more than fifty years has 
never given its electoral. vote to the 
democratic party: 

If the democrats should win a victory in Ohio 
next week, our impression is that they would 


find themselves loaded down with the biggest 
its 


notwithstanding strong 
personal sympathy for Governor (Campbell in the 


tion for the able ments he has offered upon 
the tariff Prong But politics has a 
curious business of late years, and the democrats 
of Obio, through their follyin putting a free 
coinage piank in their platform, have got them- 
selves intu a position where, im the interest of 
good politics in their state and of sound policy in 
their party, they cannot affgrd to triumph in the 
coming election. They might surmount the dan- 
gers of a victory, but they seem to us to take less 
risks if they encounter defeat. ’ 


This shows very clearly the animus 
of the goldolator element in Masesa- 
chusetts. It is neither republican nor 
democratic, but goes in for the main 
chance. In spite of the fact that Gov- 
ernor Campbell has ‘ignored the silver 
issue as far as he could, we heat from 
& state that is of no service whatever 
to the democratic party, and not likely 
to be for many years to come, that 
his success would be an event to be 
deplored. We have quoted the para- 
graph merely as a symptom of eastern 
indifference, which takes the shape of 
veiled opposition. It is only important 
as showing how little aid and sympathy 
Governor Campbell had to expect from 
an element thoroughly selfish and sor- 
did. 

Yet he has overcome stronger obsta- 
cles than all those we have mentioned. 
He is a_ political mascot. He is su- 
perior to the difficulties that overwhelm 
other candidates. We believe he will be 
elected. Should this be the outcome of 
his brilliant campaign, it will mark an 


epoch in the history of the democratic 
party.

A committee on by-laws, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Gregg, Kirkpatrick and 
John M. Green, are hard at work and will 
submit a final report at the next meeting of 
the directors. 

No arrangements have been made about a 
permanent place of business up to date, and 
for the present the oftice of the Drummers’ 
bank will be at the office of Mr. Kontz, in the 
Gate City bank building. 

President Oglesby and Cashier Kontz 
were interviewed yesterday after the di- 
rectors had dispersed. They both seemed 
very much elated over the propitious beginning 
which tle bank had made. 

President Oglesby said:

THE BOARD OF HEALTH

Takes Action on the Impure Water—An In- 
teresting Meeting Last Night. 


The board of health met last night. 

The important question up for consideration 
was the Todd branch water which has been 
turned into the waterworks lake. 

The dangers from fire in case the supply of 
water becomes exhausted was weighed against 
the danger to public health and life from con- 
taminated drinking water, and all possible 
remedies and ways of escape from both dan- 
gers were discussed. 

It wasjfinally agreed to make a complete 
statement of the factsas ascertained by the in- 
vestigation of the board and tourge that steps 
be taken to protect the public health before 
every other consideration. 

The following communication was drawn up 
for presentation this morning to the board of 
waiter commissioners: 

To the Honorable Board of Water Commis- 
sioners—Gentiemen: The board of health re- 
Spectfully submits for your consideration t e 
results of analysis made Ly Mr. John M. MeCani- 
less, chemist, at the inst.nce of this board, both 
of the filtered< water now being delivered 
in the city and of the water from Todid’s 
branch procured from the running stream 
about two hundred yards above the valve commu- 
ge with the reservoir, and analyzed October 
29, 1891. 

» Here the board presents an analysis of the 


| water in the branch and in the works. 


Then the report continues: 

“It will be observed that the quality of the 
filtered water, notwithstanding the liberal 
use of alum, has seriously declined, as 
shown by the above analysis, a result 
due, in our opinion, mainly, at least, 
to the admixture of polluted water from 
Todd’s branch, which was turned into the 
reservoir several daysago. There are abont 
fifteen hundred houses upon the watershed of 
this stream, with an-estimated population of 
6,000 persons, and in using this water the great 
risk of contaminations by the infective germs 
of diseases which almost constantly prevail 
among a population of that size, and which 
is beyond the purifying power of filtration, 
however thorough, cannot be disregarded. 

‘*The,drainage from the East Tennessee shops 
runs in a free stream into this branch, which 
has its head in the immediate vicinity of these 
shops. And the amount of this contribution 
to the voluine of the stream is sufficient to dis- 
color the water fora fourth of a mile below 
the point of entrance. The importance to the 
people ofthe above briefly recited facts will, 
we trust, justify this board in urging them 
upon your attention.”

Late yesterday a lady livingin the 
house adjoining No. 5 engine house on West 
Peters street, informed the police that there 
was a very sick girl in the next building. In- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the girl 
was the same who hau been moved 
from Marietta street.

New York, October 30.—The Sun thus re- 
ports: Cotton futures opened lower, partially 
recovered, again declined, closing quiet: and 
steady at a decline of one totwo points on near 
and five to eight points on late months from 
yesterday's closing prices.

Talk of Trade for the Past 
Week. 

NEW YORK, October 30.—Dun’s weekly review 

of trade says: Business failures occurring during 

the past seven days number for the United States

ot Roem via, 48, compared with a total of 249 last 


veek and 269 the week previous; the correspond- 
ing week last year, 218, representing 190 failures 
in the United States and 28 in Canada. 

Improvement in business continues. It is greater 
than before at the west, considerable at the south 
andis clearly perceived even at the east. Yet 
discouragement in some branches of industry is 
not less, but more apparent than before, evidently 
because calculations have been made upon a more 
rapid and greater increase in business than 
has been realized. The peculiar expansion 
in some forms of production und 
oft trade has invited the usual incorrect view, and 
depression exists which is so general that it might 
basLy be misinterpreted. In the speculative mar- 
kets the tendency to reaction in stocks has pre- 
vailed. The Bauk of England has advanced its 
rave of interest, and gold imperts have been, for 
the time being, checked. The reported prohibi- 
tion of wheat exports by Russia bas stimulated 
speculation in breadstulfs, which a_ain threatens 
to int. rrupt the free marketing of products, 

The iron industry shows most change for fol- 
lowing the large increuse of outpni last month, 
there bas come a decided change of tone: 

Extreme anxiety to sell pig iron, and financial 
weakness in unexpected quarters produce the 
present depression. whichis in curious contrast 
with the abounding confidence which prevails re- 
garding the future. Additional sales of rails are 
reported—25,000 tons at the east and 32,000 at the 
west—but bad milis finda lack of orders. Plate 
mnilis nave a fair business at the lowest prices ever 
recorded, and structural iron is irregular and also 
very low. The anthracite coal market is more 
cheerful, the production to October 24th being 
01,603,975 tons, or 3,059,447 more than last year to 
date, Z 

The dress goods market is active and works 
well employed, though narrow margins of profit. 

Cotton mills have afi increasing business in 
fancies, but the trade in Staples is falling off and 
buyers urge that lower prices are justified by the 
decline in raw cotton. Yet the soutbern demand 
is better and trade, on the whole, fairly pood. 

Reports from other cities are decidediy more 
encouraging than usual, though at the east the 
linprovement is not rapid. At most southern 
points general trade improves, but at Charleston 
money is tight. Wheat rises 2 cents without any 
excuse. Speculative manipulation has joisted 
corn 5 ceits, but pork p: oducts are a shade lower, 
aud cotton declines a sixteenth with continuing 
heavy receipts. 
coffee is a shade stronger and sugar unchanged. 

_ No fears are entertained of a monetary pres- 
‘tire, for itis not believed that the advance in rates 
by the Bank of Eugland can much diminisi: the 
shipments of gold te this eountry. For a time it 
aused some selling of American securities on 
rere account, but the market was stronger at- 
terwards. The treasu y has pat out $1,500,000 
more hew treasury notes, but has taken in the 
same amount of other jorms of money.

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MORRIS IS FREE. 


He Makes Good His Shortage and Is 
Turned Loose. 


HE WILL REMAIN IN “ATLANTA. 


W hat He Says About the Matter— Will Re- 
sume His Former Business—His 
Plea of Guilty Withdrawn. 


“T am a free man, thank God!”’ 

These words were spoken with intense feel- 
ing last night by Mr. J. Edward Morris, as he 
hurried. to the railway station to board the 
train for East Point. 

“What's the hurry? Going to quit Atlanta 
so soon ?”’ asked a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

“No, Lam not quitting Atlanta. I expect 
to spend the remainder of my cays right here, 
but I have received a summons to the bedside 
of my sister, at East P oint, who is reported to 
be in a dying condition.’ 

The train was not quite ready to start, and 
while waiting Mr. Morris talked freely about 
his incarceration, his liberation and his aims 
and purposes for the future. 

Said he: “Tue Constitution has been ex- 
ceedingly kind and considerate toward me, 
and to its effortsin my behalf I owe mutch. 
As soon as my statement appeared in its col- 
umns two weeks ago, there was a sharp turn 
in my favor. Only ex parte reports had hith- 
erto been given in the public press, and there 
was much misapprehension regarding my case. 
In this frank confession of mine, I gave every 
fact and leftthe public to draw its own con- 
clusion. The conclusions the peopie drew 
were favorable to me, as evidenced by the 
alacrity with which they responded to my 
appeals for loans. My old friends and ac- 
quaintances came to the rescue and their liber- 
ality enavied me to raise enough money to 
make good the money I used.”’ 

“What are your plans, Mr. Morris?” 

“T have not fully decided exactly what I shall 
do, but already some openings are ready for 
me. I shall probably go back to my old busi- 
ness, that of selling car supplies.’’ 

About this time the train moved off and Mr. 
Morris was gone. 

With the details of the Morris case the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION are familiar, 
but a recapitulation of the facts will not be 
uninteresting. 

Morris held several positions of trust and a 
good deal of money passed through his hands. 
He used certain sums of money, intending, as 
he ssid, to replace them. His enterprises, 
however, went awry and he could not make 
gooe the money thus appropriated. Finding 
himself in the toils of financial distress he sud- 
denly left Atlanta and went to New Orleans, 
where he was arresied. He was brought back 
to Atianta and placed in Fulton county jail. 

The grand jury found a true bill against 
him for larceny after trust. For some weeks 
he was out on bail. His bondsmen withdrew 
from his bond and he was sent back to jail. 
A few weeks ago his case was called in Judge 
Richard H. Clark’s court. When arraigned 
he pleaded guilty, and the court consented to 
suspend sentence. It was understood that if 
Morris would raise $1,000 he would be able to 
settle the case. The surety company was on 
his bond for this amount and was not disposed 
to push the prosecution if reimbursed of its 
losses. Morris went among his acquaintances 
and worked hard trying to col!ect this amount 
of money. Yesterday afternoon the last dollar 

was collected, and Morris was permitted to 


withdraw his plea of ‘guilty.’ 
Thereupon the case was marked settled, and 


Morris was a free man.

NEW YORK, October 30.—[(Special.1—A rumor that 
Messrs. Neill Bros., of London, had raised the figures 
of their crop estimate to 8,0v0,000 bales led to a decline of 
about 4-6idin Liverpool this morning, and was followed 
by a drop of some six points at the opening here.

ACCUSED OF FORGERY.

Will Finch, a Medical College Student, 
Arrested for Forgery. 


William Finch, a handsome, Stylishly 
dressed student of the Southern Medica! col- 
lege, was confined in the station house yester- 
dav charged with forgery. 

Finch bas been a student in the Southern 
Medical college only a few weeks, and came 
to Atlanta to enter tht institution from Grand 
View, Ind. Heis avout nineceen years old, 
bright, well educated and of splendid ad- 
dress. He came from Indiana 
the highest testimonia’s as to his character, 
integrity and moral s* nding. 

Here is the story of che charges: 

A few days ago Luke Robinson, another 
student in the college, received notice from a 
re'arive in Monroe, Ga., that he bad mailed 
lim under separate cover a check for 321, 
Young Robinson waited for the check patient'y 
for several days, but never received it. He 
notifed the sender of the check of its non- 
arrival and wentat onceto the bank upon 
which the check was drawn to investigate the 
matter. : 

He found that the check had been paid by 
3H. &A.L. James. Then young Robinson 
went to James’s bank to make inquiries about 
the party who presented the check and re- 
ceived the money. 

The records showed that on a certain date a 
check for $21, drawn on the Bank of Monroe, 
Ga., in favor of Luke Robinson, and signed 
“J J. Robinson,” had been presented, and, as 
it was duly endorsed, was paid. Mr. James 
remembered the young man who presented it 
and gave a description of him to Mr. Kobin- 
son. This description coincided identically 
with the personal appearance of Tinch. 

Robinson notified the police. and Detectives 
Bedford and McConnell arrested Finch and 
carried him to the bank. Mr. James identitied 
him as the young man who had collected the 
money on the check.

If it doesn’t rain today—and every indica- 
tion Says that it won't in several—there will 
have been arecord established in Atlanta’s 
weather history.

Today or Monday the table will be made u 
for the month at the weather bureau, ead 
when Mr. Morril gets through with it there 
will be some interesting figures presented. 

No one ever saw an October like it. The 
oldest residents are taking a careful, thought- 
ful retrospect, and with a significant shake of 
a head declare that they have never seen the 

ike, 

The exposition directors are smiling 
with pleasure, thinking themselves especially 
favored, and every one thinks that old Jupiter 
Piuvius is financially interested in it. 

If those new waterworks were built it would 
be raining hard, but ander the present circum- 
stances people can’t sprinkle their lawns or 
the streets in front of them: and as they stag- 
wer under the suffocating loads of dust, they 
wonder if the rainmakers have taken to them- 
selves the privilege of allowing the welcome 
fluid to fall only where Mr. Dyrenfurth et al. 
are given a contract. 

lf the people tind it hard to endure the 
present drought, they may be in a bad tix
